Crunch meeting on 
future of Hippodrome 

THE future of Dudley Hippodrome will be 
discussed at an extraordinary meeting of 
the council in July. 

Proposals for an £8 million restoration of 
the venue have been left in tatters following 
the collapse of talks when The Rok Group, 
led by Wolverhampton businessman Jona¬ 
than Kendrick, withdrew its bid in April 

Bosses say the deal broke down after 
failure to reach an agreement over use of 
the car park also serving Dudley Zoo and 
costs of removing asbestos. 

Dudley UKIP group have called a meet¬ 
ing at Dudley Council House on July 20.

IT WAS a devastating raid on 
a Royal British Legion club 
in Dudley which even put the 
venue’s future at risk. But 
now it has now bounced back 
thanks to overwhelming sup¬ 
port from the community 

More than £3,000 has been raised 
for Kingswinford’s Royal British Le¬ 
gion club in the wake of the shocking 
burglary. 

Raiders stole £2,500, smashed gaming ma¬ 
chines and caused £5,000 worth of damage in 
the attack on the club at the end of March. 

Now club members say they have been ‘over¬ 
whelmed’ by support from the public with 
around £3,000 in donations and support. 

Members thanked people for their gener¬ 
ous support as they hosted a fundraising walk 
weeks after the devastating burglary. 

Dozens of people turned out on Bank Holiday 
Monday to hold a fundraising walk to bring in 
vital cash to help the club and for the annual 
Poppy Appeal. 

People began contacting Legion members 
asking for ways they could help after burglars 
wreaked havoc inside the branch headquarters 
in Summerhill. 

Positive 

The idea of the walk was established with 
other community groups, including the Air 
Training Corp and Army Cadets, among those 
taking part. 

Group members lined up outside the club on 
Monday morning before setting off for the 25- 
mile walk around Kingswinford with stops at 
the other clubs in Swindon and Kinver. 

Club treasurer Bob Townsend said: “The 
club has bounced back so well after the bur¬ 
glary. We have been overwhelmed by the 
amount of support we have had. 

“Something very, very positive came out of 
this because we have become more of a part of 
the community and people know more about 
us now.” 

Royal British Legion members feared they 
would be unable to continue to run the club if 
they could not boost security at the 65-year-old 
site. But since then two security firms — GCG 
and D&M Electricals — generously donated a 
CCTV system and installation free of charge. 

Cash being raised from the walk will be spilt 
between the Poppy Appeal and additional secu¬ 
rity measures at the club. 

Members say they were sickened by the 
break-in. Raiders stole the one-ton safe hold¬ 
ing £2,500 cash as well as taking £2,000 worth 
of alcohol from the club. 

They also caused around £5,000 worth of 
damage to the premises, taking a 42-inch TV 
along with charity money from a lottery and 
raffle. 


SNOOKER HALL DESTROYED IN ARSON ATTACK

Dudley Snooker & Pool Club, in Stafford 
Street, has been gutted by the huge blaze 
which broke out in the early hours of Sunday. 
The ruined remains will be demolished. 

West Midlands Police has confirmed it is 
hunting for arsonists responsible for the car¬ 
nage. 

More than 50 firefighters attended and 
battled the fire for five hours but could not 


save the building, which is expected to be torn 
down this week to make the area safe. 

The neighbouring businesses Price 2 Beat 
Bespoke Bedrooms and Kitchens were also 
severely damaged by the blaze. No one was 
injured at any of the premises and investiga¬ 
tors are still trying to find the cause. 

Traders spoke of their shock at the destruc¬ 
tion. Farad Latif, manager of Dudley Butch¬ 
ers, said: “It was a major social venue for the 
area. “That building has been here for years. 
It is quite an historical building It is a real 
shame.” 


Rukhsana Begum, from Food World, which 
is based less than 20 ft from the club, said: 
“My father was driving past at the time be¬ 
cause he is a taxi driver and he saw the fire. 
I know the owners, they are family friends, 
and have only just taken over. They have 
been running it for the last few months. I feel 
sorry for them.” 

The flames ripped through the club de¬ 
stroying the roof. Among the wreckage were 
blackened snooker tables. 

Temporary fencing was placed around the 
club as a safety precaution in case it collapsed. 


HOUSING 

Canalside homes 
given green light 

SIXTY homes will be built as part of a 
new canalside development in Tividale 
after plans were approved. 

Sandwell Council has given the 
scheme earmarked for a site known 
as Rattlesnake Chain open space the 
go-ahead. 

The development, alongside the 
Gower Branch Canal, will include 22 
four-bedroom properties and 30 three 
and two bedroom homes. 

There will also be eight affordable 
homes built.

Swing bridge bid 
to link heritage sites 

A PLAN for a swing bridge over a canal to 
link two of Dudley’s tourist attractions as 
part of a £3 million development has been 
lodged with Dudley Council. 

Dudley Canal Trust has submitted plans 
for the bridge by its Todds End entrance. It 
would enable visitors from the Black Coun¬ 
try Living Museum, to access the ticket of¬ 
fice, boats and the planned new heritage 
centre, The Portal. 

Work is due to get under way soon on 
the two-storey base which will be used to 
tell thousands of visitors to the site about 
the Black Country’s industrial past with 
emphais on its canal heritage.

A FAMILY OWNED AMD RUN BUSINESS FOR OVER 30 YEARS AND COUNTING 
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Appeal won on children's care home 


A CARE home will be created on the 
site of a former social club in Stour¬ 
bridge after developers won a plan¬ 
ning appeal against a Dudley Council 
decision. 

The council now faces having to 
pay costs to the developer that could 
run into five figures after the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate overturned its de¬ 
cision on the site in Amblecote. 

Bain’s Builders Ltd was building 
two four-bedroom homes on the site 
of the old Stourbridge War Memorial 
Club, on Amblecote High Street. 

But the developer submitted plans 


to instead transform the site near to 
the War Memorial Athletic Ground 
— home to Stourbridge football and 
cricket teams — into two residential 
care homes designed for children. 

Dudley Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee had refused the care home 
scheme. That decision came amid 
concerns over the busy road, poten¬ 
tial noise and disturbance from the 
neighbouring sports ground. 

Agreed 

But the Planning Inspector said 
these concerns had already been mit¬ 


igated when Dudley Council agreed 
the earlier planning permission in 
2013 for the houses to be built. 

Developer Surinder Bains is de¬ 
lighted, he said: “I’m pleased that the 
plans can now progress. 

“We can’t understand why the 
committee refused it in the first place. 

“They went against the recommen¬ 
dations of the qualified planning of¬ 
ficers to refuse it. 

“We can now get on with it. But it 
has delayed us.” 

Councillor Qadar Zada, chairman 
of Dudley’s development control 


committee, said the council was dis¬ 
appointed by the inspector’s decision 
but would abide by the ruling. 

He explained: “The decision of the 
committee was made by local coun¬ 
cillors, representing the concerns of 
local people, so we are naturally dis¬ 
appointed by the decision of the in¬ 
spectorate in Bristol.” 

He added: “However, we accept 
their findings and will now liaise with 
the applicant in relation to any costs 
incurred.” 

Building work on the site is ex¬ 
pected to be completed this summer. 


Town facing 
protest as 
traders told 
to stay open 

PROTESTERS planning to march in 
Dudley against a new mosque have been 
urged to respect residents’ rights to live 
in harmony. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner David Jamieson said: “Dudley 
is a diverse borough, in which people 
from different backgrounds and cultures 
get on and work together well. 

“In our region we respect the values 
of each other and the right that we all 
have to worship freely in whichever way 
we chose. 

“The right to peacefully protest will be 
protected but we expect everybody who 
visits the area to respect local people and 
their right live in harmony.” 

His comments come as a group calling 
itself All Football Fans/Firms Against 
Islamisation (AFFFAI) announced 
plans to march in the town on June 13. 

It will be the third such protest in the 
town since February, following demon¬ 
strations by the English Defence League 
and Britain First. 

Mr Jamieson said: “Dudley is used to 
seeing protests and the police are used 
to dealing with these operations in a pro¬ 
fessional and calm manner.” 

Traders are concerned that they will 
lose trade because of another protest, 
again on a Saturday. 

But AFFFAI event host Kevin Smith 
said traders should open as normal on 
the day. He added: “If the future of their 
country means less than two hours of 
trading then we can clearly see where 
the problems we face today are coming 
from.” 

Maths challenge

STUDENTS are preparing for an ulti¬ 
mate maths challenge next month. 

Young maths stars from across Dud¬ 
ley will be competing to be crowned win¬ 
ner at the Primary Dudley Inter School 
Mathematics Championship on Wednes¬ 
day, June 3. 

Sixty primary school pupils will be 
fighting it out in two age categories - 
seven to nine and nine to 11. 

The Mayor of Dudley Councillor Steve 
Waltho will be presenting the prizes 
which have been donated by local busi¬ 
nesses.

£200k security costs 
at abandoned school 


MORE than £200,000 has been 
spent on security at the former 
Pensnett High School since it 
controversially shut its doors. 

The school in Tiled House Lane 
closed in August 2010 due to falling 
pupil numbers and poor exam results 
despite a campaign by parents. 

Although some pupils in Years 9 and 10 
stayed on at a learning centre on the site 
until June 2012, most of the site has re¬ 
mained empty. 

Dudley Council stepped up security at 
the site and so far a total of £218,587 has 
been spent. It comes after plans for a £1.6 
million education centre for young people 
with learning difficulties were approved for 
the site with work now under way. 

The school shut after it emerged the 11 
per cent GCSE pass rate was well below the 
national 30 per cent target rate and at the 
time council education officers said it as 
‘failing’ pupils. 

Parents battled in vain to save it from 
closure, saying they didn’t want their chil¬ 
dren’s education disrupted. 

Lewis Bourne, the council’s Freedom of 
Information officer, said: “A public right of 
way bounds the perimeter of the site pass¬ 
ing between the former school fields and 
green open space used by the public. 

Recognised 

“Whilst the site remained open for 
community use with the existence of a re¬ 
cently built sports hall, sports fields and 
a Neighbourhood Learning Centre, it was 
recognised that security would be required 
following the de-commissioning of those 
buildings not in use.” 

Councillor Pete Lowe, leader of the coun¬ 
cil, said: “The staffed security in place at 
the former Pensnett site was essential as 
the site was still partially in use for adult 
learning courses and the community sports 
hall following the closure of the full school. 

“The security helped ensure the site has 
not had any significant issue with criminal 
activity or vandalism.” 

Mr Bourne added: “A project is underway 
for the redevelopment and refurbishment 
of some of the buildings for educational 
purposes and the Sports Hall and associ¬ 
ated playing fields will remain.” 

Pens Meadow Special School will run the 
centre for young people aged 16 and over.

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New nip is 
giving his 
council pay 
to charity 

A NEWLY-ELECTED MP has re¬ 
vealed he intends to hand over to 
charities almost all of the £10,000 he 
gets from his other role as a council¬ 
lor. 

Mike Wood, who held Dudley South 
for the Conservatives at the General 
Election, is also a councillor repre¬ 
senting Pedmore and Stourbridge 
East. 

But the 39-year-old said he would 
not be standing down as a councillor 
straight away as he wants to try to 
avoid a costly by-election taking place 
in the summer, when turnout is typi¬ 
cally very low. 

Instead the father-of-two is going 
to attempt to stay on as a councillor 
until the local elections next May but 
will be donating his £9,600 a year 
council allowances to worthy causes. 

He has left himself the option of 
standing down earlier if he is not able 
to get to as many council meetings as 
he hopes to. 

Mr Wood, said: “I intend to con¬ 
tinue as a Dudley councillor until next 
May but, from next month, I shall be 
dividing my Council allowances be¬ 
tween local charities. 

“Because the Government’s major¬ 
ity is so narrow, I probably won’t be 
able to get to as many council meet¬ 
ing as I might have wished and so it 
may be that I do need to stand down 
earlier. I will speak to the leader of 
the council and to other members of 
the council, and assuming there is no 
groundswell of public demand, then 
I will continue until next May’s local 
elections.”

A TRAIN manager suffered cuts and 
bruises after he was headbutted by a 
youth who had been asked to leave a 
train at Coseley. 

British Transport Police are now 
appealing for witnesses to the attack 
and have released CCTV images of a 
youth they want to speak to. 

The assault happened at around 
3pm on May 7, shortly after the 
2.50pm Wolverhampton to Walsall 
service pulled into the station. 

PC Stuart Williamson said: “One 
of the youths failed to show a valid 
ticket for his journey. 


“He was asked to leave the train at 
Coseley, and was accompanied from 
the service by the member of staff. 

“As they stood on the platform, the 
youth headbutted the victim. 

“His companion left the train and 
joined in the assault, punching and 
kicking the victim.” 

Intervened 

The assault only stopped when a 
member of the public intervened. 

The train manager, a 44-year-old 
man from Wolverhampton, sustained 
cuts and bruises in the attack. 


PC Williamson said: “Incidents 
like this one are rare, but when they 
occur, British Transport Police works 
hard to bring those responsible to jus¬ 
tice. 

“Staff and passengers should be 
able to use the network without the 
fear of violence,” he added.

Jobs are axed at youth 
centres to save money 


MORE than 30 jobs have been axed 
as part of a shake-up of council 
youth centres across Dudley. 

Dudley Council has cut £200,000 from 
the youth service budget as part of wider 
plans for £27 million of savings. 

Voluntary groups will be drafted in to help 
run some of the activities at the borough’s 
seven youth centres. 

The council has confirmed 27 youth workers 
had left through voluntary redundancy and six 
people were being redeployed to other roles 
within the authority. The hours covered by the 
staff equate to six full-time equivalent roles, 
the council said. 

It runs centres at Halesowen, Lye, Wordsley, 
Gornal, Dudley, Russells Hall and Coseley and 
activities for young people aged up to 25. 

Although they have pledged not to close any 
centres at this stage, bosses want to reduce the 
amount of activity sessions run by the council 
and transfer them to voluntary and community 
groups. 

But they have pledged that there would be 
no reduction in the amount of activities and 
services provided. 

The youth service runs holiday clubs, sports 
and information advice and guidance. 

Youth workers also help people to access 
schemes such as the Duke of Edinburgh 
Awards. 

Redeploy 

Council leader Pete Lowe said: “The re¬ 
quired savings through redundancies have 
now been made after 5.3 full time equivalent 
posts left through voluntary redundancy. We 
are currently looking to redeploy the remaining 
0.7 full time equivalent post elsewhere in the 
authority. 

“Meanwhile, in terms of the continued deliv¬ 
ery of good quality youth work throughout the 
borough, we are working with local voluntary 
organisations to support their capacity to de¬ 
velop universal youth work provision and we 
continue to deliver targeted early help youth 
work to more vulnerable young people in the 
borough.” 

The council is proposing savings of £22.9m 
for 2015/16, moving up to £25.3m by 2016/17 
and £27.4m by 2017/18. 

But the council has warned it faces a deficit 
of approaching £30m by 2017/18 if additional 
savings are not found.

Third city joins combined authority 


MOVES for a West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority joining Birmingham 
with the Black Country have been 
boosted after Coventry councillors 
said they would sign up. 

It means the combined authority 
would be the largest in the country 
and the only one to have three cities 
—Birmingham, Coventry and Wol¬ 
verhampton. It would be given de¬ 
volved powers on areas like transport 


and regeneration. Sandwell, Walsall 
and Dudley are also signed up. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper said it also put to bed any 
suggestion of the authority being 
called Greater Birmingham. 

Power 

Councillor Cooper, who has been 
leading the Black Country’s negotia¬ 
tions on the deal, added: “With three 


cities there’s no way anyone would 
now accept it being a Greater Bir¬ 
mingham. 

“What this gives us is fantastic 
bargaining power. We are much 
stronger together and we can pool 
our resources to get the best possible 
deal from the government. 

“Greater Manchester has taken 
the lead already. We can’t afford to 
be left behind.” 


Chancellor George Osborne wants 
the authority to have an elected re¬ 
gion-wide ‘metro mayor’. 

David Cameron said last week that 
there is no ‘one size fits all’ arrange¬ 
ment and that the door was open to 
councils to come up with their own. 

It is expected that Solihull will also 
join the authority while an approach 
has been made to district councils in 
Warwickshire too.

Stage is set for new 
performing arts HQ

HALESOWEN College has 
been given the all clear to 
begin work on a £3 million 
performing arts centre af¬ 
ter plans were finally ap¬ 
proved. 

The college has faced a battle 
to gain support for the facili¬ 
ty and had to withdraw initial 
plans for a glass corridor and 
display space after concerns 
were raised by fire chiefs. 

After being amended, the applica¬ 
tion gained the unanimous backing 
of Dudley Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee this week. 

The two-storey centre will become 
the town’s own ‘Fame academy’ 
with teaching and rehearsal rooms 
for students on music, drama and 
dance courses. 

The Whittingham Road college 
has been struggling to provide 
enough space for the growing num¬ 
ber of students on performing arts 
courses. Some have to travel off 
campus to use Benjamins, a function 
hall in the town centre. 

The new complex was due to be 
connected to other buildings at the 
Whittingham Road site by a glass 
walkway, which the college had 
hoped to use as an exhibition space 
and break area for students. But fire 
officers said the link way would be 
the main escape route for the block 
in an emergency so it would need 
to be left clear, halting the college’s 
original plans. 

Backlash 

Councillors agreed the amended 
plans were now suitable but not 
everyone is pleased with the im¬ 
pending arrival of the new facility. 

College leaders have had to con¬ 
tend with a backlash from dozens 
living near the site who feared it 
will exacerbate problems on sur¬ 
rounding roads already clogged with 
parked cars. 

Halesowen councillor Karen 
Shakespeare said she was pleased 
the college had finally secured per¬ 
mission but admitted problems with 
parking needed to be looked at.

THREE community projects, includ¬ 
ing the Black Country Festival, are in 
line for national awards. 

Dudley Council’s online commu¬ 
nity forums and Sunday opening for 
traders in Dudley in the wake of the 
English Defence League’s visit in Feb¬ 
ruary have also been shortlisted in 
the UK Public Sector Communication 
Awards 2015.

For sale — Cradley Forge Chapel 


A CHAPEL which closed last year af¬ 
ter more than eight decades of service 
has been put up for sale. 

Bidders are being sought to take 
over the Cradley Forge Methodist 
Chapel in Quarry Bank, which has an 
asking price of £100,000. 

The premises in Hammer Bank 
opened in 1924 but closed at Easter 
last year. 

Property firm Rightmove said the 
building, which is listed as a heritage 
asset, is in need of a major refurbish¬ 
ment. 

The future of the site is uncertain, 


with Rightmove saying the building 
is suitable for a number of uses but 
is likely to be converted rather than 
demolished. 

Quarry Bank’s Councillor David 
Sparks said it was important the new 
buyers don’t make too many changes 
to the building. 

He said: “This chapel is part of the 
rich tapestry that makes up the com¬ 
munity of the Black Country and I 
hope that whoever buys it is able to 
maintain that heritage. 

“There have been lots of examples 
elsewhere in the country where chap¬ 


els have been converted into commer¬ 
cial and community sites that have 
fitted in with their localities. 

“We have to be careful in the Dud¬ 
ley borough and the Black Country 
that we don’t lose our heritage. This 
chapel is part of the fabric of the com¬ 
munity.” 

The chapel, which includes a main 
hall, entrance hall, rear hall, kitchen 
and lobby, played an important role 
in the community prior to its sudden 
closure last year, with choirs singing 
and other events regularly staged at 
the building. 


Homes approved 
despite objections 

FIVE homes will be built on land in 
Coseley that was previously used for 
stables. Councillors have approved 
plans for the homes at Ivyhouse Lane. 

Four of the properties will be 
two-bedroomed while one will have 
three bedrooms. Eleven parking 
spaces will be provided for the homes. 

Dudley Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee unanimously backed the applica¬ 
tion despite concerns raised by people 
living nearby. Five letters of objection 
were sent to the council raising con¬ 
cerns over loss of privacy, noise nui¬ 
sance and the design of the homes.

But where 
does the 
poverty 
ine fall? 

ALMOST a third of people in the UK fell 
below the poverty line at least once be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2013, according to new 
figures from the Office of National Statis¬ 
tics. 

The thing is though, look around you, 
and you don’t see thousands of Oliver 
Twist-type street urchins clamouring for 
food, or old people dressed in rags. 

Which is not really surprising, when 
poverty is these days defined as having 
a disposable income of less than 60 per 
cent of the national average. 

But surely the whole point of averages 
is that some people will come above that 
line, and others will be below it. 

And extending that logic a little further, 
a sure fire way to lift people out of poverty 
would be to reduce the average standard 
of living. 

Now there are undoubtedly some very 
poor people in the world today, children 
suffering from malnutrition, families with¬ 
out clean drinking water, but by and large 
they don’t live in this country. 

And they don’t have mobile phones, 
televisions or a disposable income of any 
kind, let alone one that is 60 per cent of 
the national average. 

The truth is that almost everybody in 
this country is comparatively well-off, and 
we really should be more appreciative of 
what we do have. 

Casual use of terms like ‘poverty’ do 
not just give people a sense of entitle¬ 
ment. They are also a great insult to the 
millions of genuinely poor people around 
the world. 

□□□□□ 

THERE has been a lot of talk recently 
about police cuts. Next month Dudley, 
which is Britain’s second biggest town, 
will be without a police station which is 
open to the public, which is a truly ridicu¬ 
lous state of affairs. 

The message doesn’t seem to have got 
through to police in Wallsend, near New¬ 
castle-upon-Tyne though. 

Last week, the Northumbria force man¬ 
aged to scramble four patrol cars and 
a helicopter as they chased three cows 
which escaped from a dairy farm. One 
of the poor creatures was shot by police 
marksman. 

A bit harsh. I thought in those parts, 
when confronted by large animals, they 
just got Newcastle United fans to punch 
them in the face.

Lenny visits teenage 
years in new TV show

young actors in Lenny Henry’s 
Black Country television drama 
Danny And The Human Zoo 


IT’S Black Country life 40 years ago 
as told by one of the region’s most 
famous sons. 

And the people and places in Lenny 
Henry’s new drama, Danny And The Hu¬ 
man Zoo, will be made flesh and blood by 
young actors from a local drama school. 

Lenny, born and raised in Dudley, said the 
piece is semi-autobiographical and gives a 
glimpse into life as a working-class teenager 
growing up in the 1970s. 

It centres around the character Danny Fea- 
ron, a talented impressionist, and his work¬ 
ing-class Jamaican family, as he rises to fame 
as a stand-up comedian. 

The cast will include Arthur Darvill from 
Broadchurch, One Foot In The Grave actor 
Richard Wilson and Mark Benton from Wa¬ 
terloo Road. 

Speaking of the drama, in which Lenny 
plays Danny’s father Samson, he said: “I can’t 
believe that we’re finally shooting my screen¬ 
play Danny And The Human Zoo! This is a 
fantasy memoir of the first two years of my 
career — my beginnings, working on the zoo, 
working men’s clubs and all that stuff that 
happened to me in the mid-Seventies — but 
crammed into 90 minutes. 

“I think, although it’s not exactly what hap¬ 
pened, we’ll get a strong sense of what it might 
have been like for a young black kid from Dud¬ 
ley to be suddenly hurled into the maelstrom 
of this business we call show.” 

Locations 

Filming has started and includes mem¬ 
bers of the Active Creative Training School 
(ACTS), run by Tonia Daley-Campbell in Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

The youngsters, along with Tonia herself, 
have been filming at locations across the Black 
Country and Birmingham. The 37-year-old 


has been running ACTS from Wolverhampton 
Heritage Centre, on Clifford Street, for two 
years, offering coaching and support for five 
to 18-year-olds interested in acting. 

Tonia, who has four children of her own and 
is also a foster parent to two others, said the 
role meant even more due to Lenny’s involve¬ 
ment. 

Despite the joy of getting the role of Mrs Pat¬ 
terson, the mother of Cherry, who is a friend 
of Danny, she said: “I was more excited the 
kids had got the parts. The exciting thing for 
me about this project is it is Midlands-based, 
it is filmed in the Midlands and by Midlands 


actors. He is an inspiration to up-and-coming 
young people from the Midlands — and the 
Black Country in particular — because it is 
not easy forging a career in the arts.” 

The school runs on Saturday mornings 
between 9.45am and 12.30pm and there are 
plans to expand. 

“They learn acting skills, audition skills, 
they have confidence building,” Tonia said. 
“Whenever they get asked to audition for a 
role they are equipped. Young kids from Wol¬ 
verhampton are getting opportunities that are 
not always easy to come by unless you are in 
London,” she added. 


Jahni Dyer has been given the part of play¬ 
ing a young Danny before the character hits 
his teenage years. The nine-year-old, from 
Wolverhampton, has been learning about act¬ 
ing for two years and met Lenny during film¬ 
ing on several occasions - even getting tips on 
dance moves. 

The pupil at St Judes Academy said: “I was 
amazed because I didn’t think I was going to 
get it. I am excited because I am going to see 
myself on TV. The people I tell think ‘wow’.” 

Jahni said he was pleased to have got the 
role based, particularly as Lenny was involved. 

“He is a big time actor,” he said. “He helped 
me. I am meant to be dancing to My Boy Lol¬ 
lipop. He showed me some different dance 
moves. He is a very nice guy.” 

Taylia-May Campbell, from Fordhouses, 
wasn’t keen on wearing 1970s-style clothing 
after being cast as Danny’s niece Marjory. But 
the 12-year-old, who goes to Aldersley High, 
said being part of filming for the programme is 
one of the best things she has been involved in. 

Screaming 

After finding out she had got the part, she 
said: “I was happy, I was running around the 
house screaming. 

“I didn’t know who Lenny Henry was until 
my mother told me. He is funny, he is really 
nice. 

“I was nervous at first. Then I started to get 
used to being on camera. It is one of the best 
things I have ever done. Sometimes I didn’t 
like putting on the clothes. It was only a dress 
but I am not used to wearing dresses.” 

Tyrese McPherson-McKenzie, 13, of Penn, 
is playing Terrence, the nephew of Danny. 
Tyrese, who attends St Chad’s School, said: 
“I was surprised, I have never been picked for 
anything like that before. I was happy but I 
didn’t expect it. My family are happy for me. 

“I have found it fun in front of the camera. 
The best thing was seeing how it is made, how 
they build the set.” 

Tyrique Douglas, 14, of Pendeford, is per¬ 
forming the role of nephew Albert. 

After being told he was to be part of the pro¬ 
duction the St Edmunds School pupil said: “I 
was excited because I was going to experience 
what it is like on TV. ”

Milestones marked at archives centre

A NEW exhibition has launched at 
Dudley’s archives centre celebrating 
two important historic milestones in 
local and national democracy. 

This year is the 800th anniversary 
of the signing of the Magna Carta, as 
well as the 150th anniversary of the 
incorporation of Dudley borough. 

The Magna Carta was signed by 
King John at Runnymede in 1215 and 
was the first formal document stating 
that the King had to follow the laws 
of the land. 

It guarantees the rights of people 
against the wishes of the king and 
paved the way for the trial by jury. 


While 150 years ago, the municipal 
borough of Dudley was formed, being 
incorporated in 1865. 

It centred on the town of Dudley, 
along with the suburbs of Netherton 
and Woodside.

It includes the original Charter of 
Incorporation complete with seal; four 
17th century letters referencing Dud¬ 
ley Castle’s role in the Civil War; a Vic¬ 
torian copy of the Magna Carta and a 
facsimile of the Domesday Book. 


Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing, said: 
“This is a fascinating exhibition which 
shows us exactly how the democratic 
way of life that we take for granted 
today has developed over the years. 

“The exhibition also showcases 
some examples of original sources held 
at the archives for researching your 
family, home or local area. There are 
also some great sources for people in¬ 
terested in doing some local or family 
history research.”

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Mayor issue is a 
stumbling block

AS a name, West Midlands 
Combined Authority is prob¬ 
ably the most sterile, dull 
and insipid term it’s possible 
to come up with. But it is, at 
least, not the dreaded Great¬ 
er Birmingham. 

With the Tories pushing for¬ 
ward on their devolution plans 
the race is on to make sure the 
West Midlands does not fall be¬ 
hind Greater Manchester and the 
emerging ‘northern powerhouse’ 
for funding and powers. 

A few months ago council leaders 
were at pains to stress there would no 
more bureaucracy and no new tiers of 
politicians claiming allowances or sal¬ 
aries at our expense. 

Chancellor George Osborne, how¬ 
ever, wants an elected mayor to tie it 
all together. 

Essential 

It is a perfectly reasonable wish. 
After all, there will be a heck of a lot of 
power - transport, regeneration, skills 
and possibly health - concentrated in 
the hands of this authority and some 
democratic accountability is going to 
be essential in order to hold its feet to 
the fire and stop one area benefiting 
at the expense of others. 

The problem for the Chancellor is 
Birmingham and Coventry already 
voted against having a mayor for their 
respective cities when they were each 
given a referendum. 

Imposing one without going back to 
the people, even though it is markedly

different to what they were voting on 
before, would not go down well. 

David Cameron, meanwhile, seems 
more relaxed about the mayor idea 
and says one size does not fit all. 

This might give the council leaders 
of the Black Country, Birmingham, 
Coventry and Solihull -if they sign on 
the dotted line - a little wriggle room. 
But the more options they have on the 
table the longer it is likely to take to 
come to an agreement. 

And time is of the essence when 
regions of the country are effectively 
competing against each other for 
scarce resources and funding. 

As to what to call the authority 
Greater Birmingham rolls off the 
tongue. Most people, particularly po¬ 
tential investors, could point to the 
area on a map. Except as a name it 
ends up doing everything the Black 
Country has always resisted - rolling 
it out to the second city. The com-

bined authority would contain no 
fewer than three cities - Birmingham, 
Wolverhampton and Coventry. That 
at least should give some weight to 
the argument that Greater Birming¬ 
ham should be binned. 

There is still the issue of an entity 
already having that name, specifically 
the Greater Birmingham and Solihull 
Local Enterprise Partnership.This 
would come under the combined au¬ 
thority too. So we’d have an entity 
that isn’t called Greater Birmingham, 
presiding over one that is. 

The GBSLEP also represents areas 
that would not have anything to do 
with the combined authority too. 
Wyre Forest, Cannock Chase, and Li¬ 
chfield are all in it. But none of their 
councils are signed up. 

Finally the question remains over 
what happens to the elected police 
and crime commissioner’s job or the 
West Midlands Fire and Rescue.

From pews to views for 
All Saints congregation 


MEMBERS of a Sedgley church congrega¬ 
tion inspected the region’s changing land¬ 
scape during a special service on the top of 
their church tower. 

Those who attend All Saints Church in Sedgley 
claim the view from the top is one of the best for 
noticing building trends across the Black Country.

Martin Jones, a member 
of staff and the congregation 
at All Saints, said: “Up the 
tower it really gives you one 
of the best vantage points in 
the Black Country to look 
and enjoy the surrounding 
landscape.” 

Mr Jones said climbing 
the tower reminds those 
taking part of the ascension 
of Jesus to heaven. 

“You can see as far as the 
Clee Hills in Shropshire and 
in the other direction as 
far as Barr Beacon, north 
of Birmingham,” he ex¬ 
plained.. 

“This year it was slightly 
overcast but on a good day 
you can see up to 40 miles.”

21b baby Jasmine is all 
grown up, 18 years on

WHEN Jasmine Pole was 
born, she weighed just 2lbs 
lOoz after being born 11 
weeks prematurely. 

But the Kingswinford teenager 
has overcome health issues and 
is now on the verge of celebrating 
her landmark 18th birthday. 

Jasmine is currently studying a 
foundation course for children with 
special needs at 
Stourbridge Col¬ 
lege. 

The 17-year- 
old, who turns 
18 next month, 
suffers from dys¬ 
praxia, which 
means she has 
difficulty remem¬ 
bering things, 
but does not have 
any other health 
problems. 

Her mother 
Sue said: “She 
has done really 


highly motivated, while she also plays 
some sport.” 

Sue had an emergency Caesarian 
after being rushed into hospital with 
pre-eclampsia, a pregnancy disorder 
characterised by high blood pressure 
and a large amount of protein in the 
urine. It places both mother and baby 
at risk. 

The disease includes poor liver and 
kidney function, as well as shortness 
of breath due to fluid in the lungs. 

Shock 

Mrs Pole said: “It was a bit of a 
shock. 

“Going straight to hospital and not 
knowing what the outcome was going 
to be when they scanned me to find out 
how big the baby was. 


“I had an emergency Caesarian be¬ 
cause she was big enough to be born.” 

She added: “She was born and came 
out crying and was rushed to the 
neo-natal unit — she was in there for 
six weeks.” 

Another risk to her daughter’s 
health was that she had suffered an 
infection, which she was susceptible 
to due to her very low weight. 

But Jasmine was eventually allowed 
to leave the hospital for home once she 
weighed 41bs. 

Mrs Pole added that she did not 
know what the effect of such early 


health problems would be on Jasmine 
as she grew older. 

However, the youngster went on 
to attend Crestwood Park Primary 
School in Kingswinford before going 
on to study at college. 

Families 

Mrs Pole says he received support 
from a group that helps the families 
of children who have had difficulties 
at birth. 

She lives with her husband Jon¬ 
athan, aged 53 and also has a son, 
Casey, aged 21.

Modfather back 
with rock classic 

ALBUM REVIEWS 



Going back to go forward — Paul Weller’s psychedelic flavoured Saturns Pattern

THE Modfather roars back 
with his 12th solo album and 
Saturns Pattern is one of his 
best yet. 

Like his musical peer Noel Gallagher 
on the High Flying Birds’ album Chas¬ 
ing Yesterday, Paul Weller has gone 
back to go forward with a funky, bluesy 
new psychedelic sound, most evident 
on the quirky piano-led title track and 
the instant classic Pick It Up. 

But perhaps most telling is the fact 
that Weller actually sounds upbeat, 
maybe it’s a sense of well being sug¬ 
gested by the title I’m Where I Should 
Be. The album has some of his most 
summery sounds, Phoenix and These 
City Streets, since the heyday of The 
Style Council. 

The former Jam man has still got 
a licence to thrill with distorted and 
scuffed blues cruncher White Sky and 
the belligerent Long Time. 

Maybe it’s something to do with a 
planetary alignment, but Weller’s Sat¬ 
urns Pattern ranks alongside young 
band Django Django’s Born Under Sat¬ 
urn as one of the best albums of the 
year so far. 

The big time beckons for London 
band The Vaccines whose third al¬ 
bum, English Graffiti, grabs you by 
the lapels from the moment it blasts 
out of the blocks with the swaggering 
surf rock of Handsome. 

Singer Justin Hayward-Young pulls 
off a star turn on new single Dream 
Lover, a stadium-sized anthem, and 
they surprise with the lithe Minimal 
Attraction which brilliantly sounds like 
Fleetwood Mac meets The Strokes. 

Is that an echo of The Jam on 20/20? 
A hint of Air on (All Afternoon) In Love? 
A touch of Depeche Mode on Denial? 


It is the sound of The Vaccines mak¬ 
ing an excellent eclectic album. That 
impression is confirmed by the yearn¬ 
ing Maybe I Could Hold You and the 
punchy Gimme A Sign. 

The Vaccines will be in concert at 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall on Novem¬ 
ber 17. 

Will Young is back on the pop scene 
after four years in which he has con¬ 
centrated on his stage career, including 
playing the Emcee in the touring pro¬ 
duction of Cabaret that came to Wol¬ 
verhampton Grand. 

He is now with Island Records, hav¬ 
ing come to the end of the multi-album 
deal that followed his Pop Idol triumph 
13 years ago. The singer who famously 
gave Simon Cowell a telling off (they 
are still daggers drawn apparently) 
went on to create a string of slick, en¬ 
joyable and creditable pop albums. 

Likeable recent single Love Revolu¬ 
tion with its vintage Motown-like sound 
has paved the way for sixth studio al¬ 
bum 85% Proof, which draws on dis¬ 
co and funk for some inspiration but 
elsewhere goes for a stark melancholy, 
such as the impressive closer I Don’t 


Need A Lover. The singer reckons it’s 
his most honest album, drawing on his 
experiences including being bullied at 
school. He pushes his vocals to strain¬ 
ing point to express raw emotion. 

Hot Chip hit a more reflective 
groove, ready to chill after a night in the 
club, on their sixth album Why Make 
Sense? but the hedonistic throb of the 
dancefloor is never far away. When Hot 
Chip do try something a little different, 
on White Wine And Fried Chicken and 
So Much Further To Go, the starker 
setting shows up the limited nature of 
Alexis Taylor’s vocals. 

Powerhouse Wolverhampton duo 
God Damn have unleashed a mighty 
beast of an album with their debut Vul¬ 
tures, an exhilarating blend of grinding 
hard rock guitars, crashing drums and 
sneering vocal attitude. Thom Edward 
(guitar/vocals) and Ash Weaver (drums) 
will be compared with Royal Blood but 
the Black Country outfit actually have 
a more varied and melodic sound with 
their heavy rifting infused with psyche¬ 
delic flourishes. Highlights include the 
ferocious We Don’t Like You and the 
epic nine-minute Skeleton.

Return to Baggies' glory 
days as rare programme 
sells for £20K at auction 


A MATCHDAY programme 
from the 1888 FA Cup Final 
when West Bromwich Albion 
upset the odds to beat Preston 
North End, originally bought 
for one penny, has been sold at 
auction for £20,000. 

The sale makes the historic piece 
of memorabilia one of the most ex¬ 
pensive football programmes ever 
purchased. 

The 1888 cup final was held in front of 
19,000 fans at The Oval cricket ground 
in London, was a million miles away 
from the glitz of the showpiece final that 
awaits Aston Villa and Arsenal at Wem¬ 
bley on Saturday. But like Villa this year,

Albion went into the game as underdogs. 
The following season Preston would 
finish the first Football League season 
undefeated and during their run to the 
1888 final they thrashed Hyde 26-0. 

But on a March afternoon it was the 
Baggies that were victorious, winning 
2-1 to bring the cup to the Black Coun¬ 
try for the first time.The programme, 
which was made up of just a single sheet 
featuring the team line-ups and an ad¬ 
vertisement on the back, is thought to 
be one of the few that survive from the 
momentous day in the club’s history. 


It was bought at Graham Budd Auc¬ 
tions in London on Tuesday by a private 
collector. A photograph of Albion’s 1888 
FA Cup winning team was included with 
the programme. 

In 2006, the programme from the 
1889 FA Cup final between Preston and 
Wolves sold for £21,850, which at the 
time was the highest amount paid for a 
programme. Albion were appearing in 
the FA Cup Final for the third consec¬ 
utive year in 1888 but after two heart¬ 
breaking defeats they finally got their 
hands on the silverware. 

But another reason the programme is 
desirable for collectors is that the final 
ended in controversy, with many observ¬ 
ers feeling that the referee had shown 
bias towards West Brom’s all English 11.

It's still A'dam fine city 


IT is Birmingham’s boast that it 
has more canals than Venice, 35 
miles’ worth compared with 26. 

However, Amsterdam beats them 
both put together with 65 miles of wa¬ 
terways coiled around the centre of the 
Dutch capital 

Walking the streets flanking those canals 
is one of the great pleasures of a city break 
to Amsterdam. The grand trio of canals the 
Herengracht, Keizergracht and Prinsen- 
gracht have tall thin gabled buildings, most 
dating from Holland’s golden age in the 
17th century when these were the homes 
and warehouses of rich merchants. 

You can spend days wandering these wa¬ 
tery thoroughfares, popping into cosy dark- 
wood cafes, trying nibbles at the ubiquitous 
cheese shops, rooting through the vintage 
clothes shops and getting the odd herbal 
whiff from the many coffee shops (or should 
we call them joints). 

When the sun goes down the night life 
and thriving restaurant scene kicks in.

That’s the perfect time to sip a Dutch gin 
(genever) at bars such as the atmospheric 
Admiraal, where the furniture is made out 
of old barrels. 

Foodwise, Amsterdam has the lot, having 
been the port of a mighty trading nation. 
There are excellent Italian eateries, Indo¬ 
nesian and Thai places and an infeasible 
number of sugar-coated waffle shops. For 
the ultimate Dutch street food — besides a 
slippery herring — go to Vlaams Friteshuis 
Vleminckx. Only open in the afternoon, this 
hatch in the wall sells piping hot cones of 
delicious frites (chips), available with vari¬ 
ous tangy mayonnaises. 

The Red Light District, located between 
tacky central main drag Damrak and Chi¬ 
natown, can be avoided if you are offended 
by the women in the windows and the 
X-rated shops. 

Places that you shouldn’t miss include 
the floating flower market Bloemenmarkt 
on the Singel canal, near to the main shop¬ 


ping street of Kalverstraat. When you tire 
of dodging cyclists, the enclosed haven-like 
Begijnhof is found through a modest door on 
Spui square. This former home for religious 
women includes the city’s oldest buildings 
and the historic English Reformed Church. 

Art lovers should head for Museumplein 
for the city’s greatest galleries. The Van 
Gogh Museum includes hundreds of works 
by the tragic genius, including double sided 
works from when the hard-up artist could 
not afford to use only one side of a canvas. 
His swirling colourful art remains magical 
and the museum does a great job of walking 
visitors through his too-short life. 

Iconic 

The revamped and restored Rijksmu¬ 
seum is a work of art in itself, a hugely im¬ 
pressive building that contains iconic works 
by Dutch greats Rembrandt and Vermeer. 

Both museums are always very busy and 
should be booked in advance online to avoid 
queues, as should the city’s most popular — 
and most sobering — attraction, the Anne 


Frank House. This hiding place for Jewish 
families during the Second World War, in¬ 
cluding the teenage girl whose diary went 
on to touch the hearts of millions, is tiny 
and timed tickets help limit crowding. In 
Anne’s room, her cut-out pictures of movie 
stars are still on the walls. 

The excellent museum beside the secret 
annexe stresses that Anne was one victim 
among millions. Despite the queues and 
crowds, it should not be missed. 

Major savings can be made on many ad¬ 
missions and public transport (including 
trams) by purchasing an I amsterdam City 
Card. See www.iamsterdam.com for details. 

For reading, I recommend Amsterdam: 
A History of the World’s Most Liberal 
City by Russell Shorto; the story of the 
architectural rebirth of the Rijksmuseum 
is told in the handsomely illustrated Ri¬ 
jksmuseum: The Building, the Collec¬ 
tion and the Outdoor Gallery by Cees 
de Jong & Patrick Spijkerman; The Min¬ 
iaturist by Jessie Burton is an atmospheric 
novel set during Amsterdam’s golden age.

It’s one of the nation’s favourite MPVs and 
now the Ford Grand C-Max has been re¬ 
freshed for 2015. But does it still have what 
it takes to carry families and be fun to drive? 

At long last the C-Max, Ford of Europe’s third-best¬ 
selling model, has been brought into line with the 
One Ford programme, so there are new looks, new 
technologies and a simplified cabin. 

This, the seven-seat Grand C-Max, has had the same up¬ 
grades. Smaller revisions have made their way in, too, like 
the reinstatement of a spare wheel in lieu of the (generally 
useless) tyre repair kit. 

The Grand C-Max loses some of the five-seat version’s 
looks, for which you can blame the higher roof line and met¬ 
al channels to allow the rear doors to slide backwards. Prac¬ 
ticality takes precedent over style here. 

But despite that, this is a car whose image is actually on 
the ‘cool’ side of family transport. It looks great from most 
angles and places more emphasis on driver enjoyment than 
most dishwater-dull compact seven-seaters do. If you’re 
a kid with three or four siblings, you wouldn’t mind being 
bussed to school in this. 

Seven-seaters don’t come any smaller than this for a rea¬ 
son. Despite the brilliantly practical sliding rear doors things 
are rather cramped in the very back, so even kids might start 
to want more legroom after a few miles. 

The middle row can slide forwards to expand the non-ex¬ 
istent foot space back there, but then that cuts down on 
space for those in row two. 

If you’re travelling seven-up, it’s short distances or rela¬ 
tively frequent stops. 

Impressions 

The cabin has loads of convenient touches, though, like a 
central bottle bin that you can get your whole forearm into, 
a rack of adjustable grips to hold different sizes of can or 
bottle, a proper glovebox and plenty of connection ports for 
charging electronics. 

There are two overwhelming and lasting impressions 
from a drive in the Grand C-Max. The first is how pleasantly 
well connected it feels to the road. It feels solidly engineered 
and good to drive without having to be driven fast. Even 
if you can’t put your finger on the technical reasons, you’ll 
notice it. 

The second news is less good, in that there is too much 
interference from the new active safety systems. Graphics 
blink away with readouts of your proximity to other cars 
(pointless), steering wheel vibrations warn you when you’re 
at the edge of your lane (I have eyes for that) and annoying 
beeps and flashing warnings tell you when the car thinks 
you’re going to hit something, which, invariably, you’re not. 

Ford has good form on the driving front, though, and 
the seating position is spot-on. It’s easy to get on with the 
C-Max in both its body styles. 

Improved residual values will, says Ford, lead to cheaper 
PCP finance contracts for end users, although that remains 
to be seen when it arrives in showrooms in the summer. 

The pricing structure centres around a core of likely vol¬ 
ume-sellers between £21,000 and £25,000, making it a rela¬ 
tively affordable route into a well-specified seven-seater. 

Clearly, families are the target market. Generous parents 
with only two kids (but popular ones at school) will appreci¬ 
ate the ability to ferry extra young ‘uns around when needed, 
and productive mums and dads with limited parking space 
at home will appreciate the Grand C-Max’s neat dimensions. 

This car summed up in a single word: Advanced 

If this car was a: Car designer, it would leave itself largely 
as it is, but it might ditch some of the unnecessary electronic 
interruptions.

Try taste of 
something 
different 
with Mokka 

By James Parker 


Suddenly, Vauxhall design is all about the 
delivery of that most current of automotive 
traits, the ‘lifestyle statement’. Has been ever 
since brand parent General Motors belated¬ 
ly realised that profit, not market share, was 
of most importance in achieving commercial 
respectability. 

And the result has been a whole wave of interesting 
new models wearing the Griffin badge - the individu¬ 
alistic ADAM premium supermini, the stylish Casca- 
da convertible and our subject here, the interesting 
Mokka small SUV crossover. 

Mokka buyers are people likely to be enthusiasts for life 
rather than for cars. So they may not care that this car isn’t 
quite as sharp and wieldy as a rival Nissan Juke, nor does 
it have the ‘big SUV’ polish of a comparable Skoda Yeti. 
Instead, there’s a potentially pleasing compromise between 
the two. 

Under the bonnet, there are three main engine options, 
the most affordable, as ever, being the least desirable of the 
trio, the 2WD-only 115PS petrol 1.6-litre variant which, with 
only 155Nm of torque, needs to be rowed along a little with 
the gear lever - a stick that only offers you five speeds. 

A better bet for petrol people is the Mokka we tried, the 
140PS 1.4-litre turbo. Sixty is just 9.4 seconds away enroute 
to 118mph, so it’s usefully more rapid, and there’s a health¬ 
ier 200Nm of torque. Despite all this and the optional inclu¬ 
sion of 4WD, the provision of a six-speed gearbox and more 
modern mechanicals mean that this pokier 1.4 is actually 
cheaper to run than the feebler 1.6. 

The most practical engine choice though is the one most 
buyers will probably select, the 130PS 1.6-litre CDTi diesel 
capable of a top speed of around 119mph and rest to six¬ 
ty in around 10 seconds. You get all the main mechanical 
choices with this unit - so you can specify your car with 
six-speed manual or automatic transmission and with or 
without 4WD. Perhaps more importantly, you get a lot more 
pulling power - 300Nm in all. 

Every Mokka is theoretically capable of towing a braked 
trailer of up to 1200kg in weight, but this diesel variant is the 
only one that’ll really take such a task in its stride. 

Individualistic 

This Mokka sets its own course amongst small cross¬ 
overs. Though supermini-based, like a Nissan Juke, it’s 
nearly as big inside as a family hatch-style crossover like 
Nissan’s Qashqai. 

But whatever your thoughts about this car’s size, you’ll 
probably agree that the way this Mokka looks will go a long 
way towards selling it. Cute and individualistic without being 
wilfully outlandish in the manner of a rival Nissan Juke. 

In the back, the rear seats benefit from wide opening 
doors that simplify the fitment of a child seat, though that 
sharply rising waistline might restrict the view out for smaller 
occupants. 

As for luggage room, well, there’s no high boot lip to ne¬ 
gotiate and beyond it lies 356-litres of carriage space. 

And at the wheel? Well the interior isn’t overly adventur¬ 
ous, but this car’s more conservative vibe might just mean 
it mops up sales from people left a bit cold by the sheer 
extravagance of some rivals. 

So, this Mokka’s a small, trendily-styled five-door little 
SUV/crossover isn’t it? Well yes. So it’ll be priced directly 
against the other car we tend of think of in this market sec¬ 
tor, Nissan’s Juke, won’t it? 

Well, no. Vauxhall points out - correctly - that their car 
is a significantly larger thing, hence the price span for the 
range that lies in the £16,000 to £24,000 bracket. To put 
that into perspective for you, that means you’ll be paying 
a price premium of around £2,500 for this Mokka over an 
equivalent Juke. 

Perhaps the most telling comparisons though, come 
when, as many will, you begin to stack this Mokka up 
against something more conventional. 

Why, for example, would you buy a conventional 1,6-li- 
tre petrol-powered Vauxhall Astra family hatchback when a 
Mokka with exactly the same engine would save you around 
£1,500 and offer you more luggage space? A diesel Astra 
with the same 130PS 1.7-litre CDTi engine you’ll find in this 
Mokka would also be around £1,500 more. 

If, having considered all of this, you decide that it is in¬ 
deed a Mokka that you actually want, then you’ll be pleased 
to find that whichever of the five-door models you choose 
- 1.6-litre petrol 2WD or 1.4-litre petrol turbo 4WD or 1.6-litre 
130PS CDTI diesel in 2WD or 4WD configuration - it’ll come 
well equipped. 

Not too long ago, it was hard to think of a more conven¬ 
tional brand than Vauxhall. But that was then. Here’s how 
the company is thinking now: looks a lot more appealing 
doesn’t it?
